A DOUBLE DISCHARGE FOR SOHNAEBELLE. 

BERLIN, April 29.—Prince Bismarck has in- 
formed M. Herbette, tne French Ambassador, 
that he will to-day submit for the Emperor’s 
signature an order for the release of M. 
Schnaebelle. It is understood that in the 
eventof his liberation by the Germans, the 
French Government will discharge M. Schnae- 
belie from the office of Special Commissary at 
Pagny-sur- Moselle.

GLADSTONE’S DEFENSE OF PARNELL. 


The Times’ Vituperation of the Irish—Dilke’s 
Fitth Article. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 29.—Last night’s debate was 
of moderate interest, as the Government ma- 
jority of 101 has become stereotyped. An in- 
teresting incident wasin the preceding divis- 
ion on behalf of the Belfast main drainage 
bill. The Liberal party voted all together för 
the first time since the split, and 
the Government was consequently defeat- 
ed. This was hailed in the lobbies 
asa good omen. The report of Gladstone’s 
remarks at the private dinner of the 2 
members is accurate though exaggerated 
form. What Gladstone really said was that 
after the Phenix Park murders Parnell 
expressed to him his willlngness to retire from 
public life if he, Gladstone, thought 
it would be for the best in- 
terests of Ireland that he should do 
so. The popular view of Parnell’s recent visit 
to Ireland regards him as delving among the 
Bosces unearthing documents with the dust of 
years upon them, and weighed down himself 
with indignation and a passionate desire to be 
avenged 

ON HIS MALIGNANT ADVERSARIES. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. He 
has simply been fishing. A reporter was sent 
to him from the Freeman’s Journal in hot 
haste to consult him onan important matter. 
He was not at home, and nobody knew where 
he was. At last the reporter got aclue and 
discovered him returning from his placid 
pastime, with a rod over his shoujder and a 
well-filled creelon his back, utterly heediess 
of the fact that all England was ringing with 
cries and counter cries in bis name. His ene- 
mies would, of course, point to this as evi- 
dence that he is a complete hypocrite, but his 
friends know that he is only a complete an- 
gler. Asa consolation for the vituperation of 
all things Irish, and Parnell particularly, a 
poem addressed to O'Connell has been dug 
out of the Times of November, 1835, and is be- 
ing paraded in the streets of Dublin. It is as 
follows: 

Siime condensed of Irish bog, 

Ruffian, coward, demagogue! 

Boundless Har. base detractor! 

Nurse of murder, treason’s factor! 

Spout thy filth. diffusethy slime; 
Slander is in thee no crime. 

Safe from challenge, safe from law, 
What can curb thy callous jaw? 
Who would sire a convict Har? 

On a poltroon who would fire? 

Buckle, the editor of the Times, and Batten, 
the Dublin correspondent, would have dif- 
culty in beating this. 

DILKE’S ARTICLE. 

Dilke’s fifth article in the forthcoming Fort- 
nightly Review will present the position of 
European politics on Italy. It is a long, 
learned paper, concluding with the following 
summary: ‘‘As Great Britian has her enor- 
mous responsibilities and her present un- 
readiness to meet them;as Russia has Nihil- 
ism and corruption; as Austria has Socialism 
and race difficulties ; as Germany has her weak 
military position between five first-class mili- 
tary powers, and as France has her traditions 
of financial wastefulness and want of states- 
men, 80 Italy, too, has her difficulties. Of 
these difficulties the backwardness of Sicily 
and the southern provinces generally, is per- 
haps the greatest. Bat I think, on 
thé whole, that Italy has fewer dan- 
gers to face than any other of the 
great powers. I am convineed that she is 
making more rapid progress than any of them, 
with the exception, of course, of Russia, 
which has the advantage of being, territorial- 
ly considered, almost second to the United 
States. Vast advance has been made of late 
in education and manufaetures, and by the 
suppression of brigandage. While a great 
deal remains to be done, more has been done 
in Italy in the last sixteen years than is gener- 
ally acknowledged or believed.

REORGANIZING THE GOVERNMENT. 

OTTawa, Ontario, April 29.—The Canadian 
Government’s proposal to appoint a Solicitor 
General is part of a general reorganization of 
the departments now in contemplation, which 
will inauguzate the British system of members 
of the Government as distinct from members 
of the Cabinet, the former partaking more of 
the character of Under Secretaries. There 
will be a Comptroller of the Customs 
and a Comptrolier of Inland Revenue, having 
seats in the Parliament and replacingin the 
same the present ministers and two new 
cabinet officers, of whom the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce will be one. The duties 
of the Finance Minister will be lightened by 
the transfer of that regulation of the tariff 
to the Customs and Trade and Commerce 
Departments. This enlargement of the offices 
and distribution of labor ig said to be rendered 
necessary by the pressure of work upon the 
Department of Justice and the new duties to 
be undertaken by the Government in relation 
to labor questions, the extension of foreign 
trade, ete. Should these new measures be 
adopted the Government will consist of fif- 
teen members, of whom thirteen will be mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. 

RETALIATION. 

Mr. Foster, Minister of Fisheries, said yes- 
terday: The Government has no informa- 
tion tending to confirm the statements in a 
New York newspaper to the effect that the 
American Government proposed declaring 
non-intercourse prior to the appointment of a 
joint commission to adjust the matters in dis- 
pute. I do not believe the story, which 
is liable to prove as false as stories in the same 
connection telegraphed from Ottawa. It is 
certain at any rate that Canada’s rights will be 
properly looked after. The position of the 
Federal government in the past is a guarantee 
of its present attitude on the question.’’

A MIDNIGHT ATTACK 


A Mob’s Assault on the Jail at Louisville, 
Infuriated Citizens—Gov. Katt Orders 
Out the Militia—Jennie Bowman Dying— 
A Baise Alarm Causes Thousands of 
Citizens to Turn Out at Noon To-day. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 29.—Everything is 
quiet about the jail this morning, though the 
talk over the town isthat another and a more 
determined effort will be made to lynch the 
negroes to-night. Rumors that Miss Jennie 
Bowman had died of her injuries in circula- 
tion yesterday afternoon tended to revive the 
excitement over the outrage. Toward evening 
crowds began to collect onthe streets in the 
vicinity of the jail, and ‘as night came on they 


increase until lo o’ clock several thousand men 


and boys were in the neighborhoed. 
There was considerable disorder and numer- 
ous arrests were made. Later another crowd 
assembled, probably five hundred strong. The 
line of March wasdown Jefferson street, and 
they came steadily and silently until near 
the corner of Sixth and Jefferson streets, 
when they were met by a line of 
about one hundred police, who had 
rushed eut of the hall where they were 
bivouacked. As soon as the police 
appeared in front, the crowd began shouting 
and jeering and came on in a determined man- 
ner that seemed likely to force the police 
aside. The latter, however, stood firm, and 
for atime there was a peli-mei, hand-to-hand 
fight, which resulted in several broken heads 
and prominent arrests. 
LEADERS ARRESTED. 

The leaders were soon taken and rushed off 
to the station-house. The crowd, as soon as 
the leaders were taken, began to give way and 
took to their heels. In a moment they were 
in full flight, and the police, after pursuing 
them a short distance, returned and formed 
‘a line across the street, where they 
remained on guard. Among those 
who were arrested and taken to the station 
house, were John Letterle and Allan McDon- 
ald. Ide former was a member of the last 
Kentucky Legislature, and the latter is a leader 
in an association organized to promote purity 
in the city government. McDonald was also a 
leading light in the Law and Order Olub, now 
defunct. 

JENNIE BOWMAN DYING. 

This morning Jennie Bowman is still sink- 
ing. She is worse than at any time yet, and 
may die at any moment. The feeling is that 
her death will precipitate trpubie. 

THE MILITIA ORDERED OUT. 

The answer of the Governor to the follow- 
ing call for aid from the militia has just been 
received at 11:15 a. m., and several companies 
have been ordered to guard the jail.

A FALSE — 

At 12:30 o clock p. m., eleven taps were 

given on the fire-belis, being the signal for the 
members of the Legion (the military) to reports 
for duty at the Armory. The sigaal, 
however, was misunderstood by the people, 
and everybody hurried towards the jail. 
The report spread rapidly that a mob 
was attacking the jail, and nearly 3,000 people 
assembled in the square. As soon as the mis- 
take was discovered the police and militia had 
no tréubie in dispersing the mob. No more 
trouble is feared at present.

The Forsyth Property Taken in out of the 
Market by Daniel Catlin and Hugh Mo- 
Kittrick—The Chamberlain Pro perty Pur 
chased—Organization of the Forest Park 
Improvement Association. 


The general condition of the real estate 
market remains satisfactory to all concerned, 
while there have been spurts the last few 
days, in the way of purchases of 
unimproved property that have aston- 
ished the oldest member of the real 
estate profession. Anether proof of the pur-

These ship- 
ments include ali varieties of transconti- 
nental goods. 

DON’T KNOW THB COUNTRY. 

Mr. Adams could not tell how great a popu- 
lation was tributary to this road. The country 
was sparsely settied, except about Boise 
Oity, but it is inoreasing in epulation 
very rapidly. All roads in the est can be 
built for 30 per cent less now than they could 
five or six years ago,the prices of material 
. gone down and artificial values 
in the West having subsided. The Union Pa- 
cific had guaranteed the payment of the 
Oregon Short Line bonds on the advice of 
Sidney Bartlett, Judge John J. Dillon, and 
other counsel of the road. They maintained 
or advised that it was legitimate withoet the 
consent of Congress. 

Gov. Pattison said that the act of Con- 
gress stated that the road shall not issue 
or guarantee an issue of bonds without the per- 
mission of Congress. Mr. Adams said he knew 
that, but he obtained the written opinion of 
counsel. He was not a lawyer, and must be 
guided by them. He was an officer, and was 
aware that if he made himself liable he must 
sufter the penalty. 

Gov. Pattison said the written opinions must 
be produced and the witness said the commis- 
sion could have them. Mr. Adams said the 
Union Pacific derived an immense paying 
business from the Oregen Short Line feeder. 
This kind of business is the most protitabie. 
The parent line had simply to hitch an engine 
of the train at Gainsboro and haul it 850 miles 
to Omaha, and there, without handling the 
freight, turn it over to the east bound lines. 

E. E. Anderson asked as to the peculiar fact 
that the Union Pacific had built and pur- 
chased all these branches, and desired to 
know if private citizens could net build these 
roads or branches. 

Mr. Adams replied that seldom happened, be- 
cuuse a branch road itself did not yield a pro- 
fit, butin connection with a parent road it 
was highly profitable. Parent roads generally 
constructed branches before there was a 
local demand for them, and before they could 
be made, even in connection with the main 
line. But that was a matter of judgment. The 
branches were made valuable to the parent 
line much sooner than if they were operated 
by an independent company. 


Boston Grain Rates. 


NEw Tonk, April 29.—The Trunk Line presi 
dents at their meeting to-day will, perhaps, 
arrange to give Boston the same rates as New 
York both on grain for “export and 


grata for consumption. At present the New 
ork rate for consumption is 25 cents and 
the Boston rate In consequence 
of this surplus supplies in the 
latter city cannot be profitably exported.

- | RESUMES WORK TO-DAY AT THE GOVEEN- 


MENT BUILDING. 


Only Two Arrests Ordered on the Thirteen 


Indictments Returned by the Grand-Jury 
~The Other Capiases Withheld for the 
Present—Significant Absence of the In- 
dicted Politicians To-Day Indicates a 
Leak at the Custom-house — How the 
Frauds Were Traced in the Tenth Ward. 


When the United States Circuit Oourt con- 
vened this morning l dozing old gentleman 
and Bailiff Atkinson shared the spacious 
audience room outside of the railing. Within 
the bar District-Attorney Bashaw, his assist- 
Mr. Hatch, and two reporters 
formed the audience. This fact was 
unquestionably sighificant. It had been 
published in the daily papers that the District- 
Attorney had stated that this morning he 
would apply for capiases for the arrest of the 
indicted parties. Notwithstanding this fact not 
one of those published as indicted 
put in an appearance to give bond 
until nearly 11 o’clock. At that 
hour, Deputy Constable Jas. Conway 
appeared with his bondsman and stated that 
he was ready to give bond on an indictment 
which he had heard was retarned against him. 
He was told by the Marshal that there was no 
capias for his arrest and he accordingly de- 
parted, stating that he hoped he would not 
be arrested at night and committed to jail. 
He was told that no such action was probable. 
After the court disposed of some formal mo- 


tions Judge Thayer asked: Will there be any 
action required of the court to-day Mr. Dis- 
trict-Attorney?’’ 

The District-Attorney approached the bench 
and after a consuitatian in a low tone for a few 
moments, Judge Thayer ordered the crier to 
adjourn court until 10 o clock to-morrow 
morning. In reply to a reportorial inquiry 
the District- Attorney said no capiases had been 
asked for, nor would any be requested during 
the day. A consultation of the attorneys for 
the Government was held shortly after 
this. The result was that District- 
Attorney Bashaw 2 — for two capiases to 
Judge layer in chambers. The warrants 
were issued and at noon were placed in the 
hands of the Marshal for service. The absence 
of the indicted statesmen this morning was 
commented upon considerably. It was ex- 
pected that on the publication of the fact that 
they were indicted they would come forward 
with the necessary bonds and thereby avoid 
the ignominy attaching to arrest. 
The District-Attorney stated for publication 
that the capiases would be applied for to-day. 
The failure of the indicted parties to putin an 
appearance must indicate to the representa- 
tives of the Government that the indicted par- 
ties are better posted as to their intentions 
than the public, and that the defendants are 
not depending on the newspapers for their 
information. 

THE FACTS 
indicate that the Government has communi- 
cated its plans to some injudicious person who 
lost notime in giving the defendants more 
correct information concerning the move- 
ments and plans of the Government than is 
communicated to the public. Some of the 
names on the indictments returned yesterday 
were not made public by the Post- 
DISPATCH, as the are persons havin 
no ties to hold them here wit 
indictments pending against them. 
The names were nevertheless given to the im- 
mediate friends of the defendants by some one 
who is posted as to the movements of the Gov- 
ernment. Though District-Attorney Bashaw 
made no comment on the occurrences this 
morping their significance could scarcely have 
escaped him. The Government, for reasons 
satisfactory to itself, has not issued the 
capiases against all the ‘parties indicted. 
What these reasons are could not be ascer- 
tained, though, from inquiry among the 
officers of the prosecution, it is evident that 
they were not equally satisfactory to all of 
them.

BRIDGE RATES AGAIN. 


An Illinois Merchant Gives Interesting Facts 
on the Subject. 


Not long ago the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association appointed a committee 
to confer with General Manager Taussig of the 
Bridge Company with reference to the new 
schedule of rates over the bridge. Mr. Geo. 
B. Thompson was Chairman of the Committee 


and an arrangement was made with Mr. Taus- 
sig by which the time of the limited commuta- 
tion tickets was extended so that they would 
be of use to commercial travelers. he local 
fare, 3 cents, was allowed to remain as was 
scheduled and the opinion was expressed at 
the time that the committee was satisfied with 
the slight concession from Dr. Taussig. The 
fare for single trips over the bridge 
effects St. uis more seriously than 
any other, as there is a territory within 
a radius of a hundred miles on the east side, 
which depends on St. Louis for business, both 
wholesale and retail, and this fare is an enor- 
maus burden on the commerce of the city. 
Merchants, farmers and people of all classes 
on the east side frequentiy come to St. Louis 
to buy and have to pay the increased fare. On 
this subject the following letter from an IIII- 
nois merchant, whose name is withheld, is 
worthy of attention from St. Louis merchants 
and citizens: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


My business and residence are ＋ 
from St. Louis, in Illinois, on one of the rall - 
roads terminating in East St. Louis. I come 
to St. Louis once a month—sometimes oftener. 
—to buy goods. My purchases in your city 
last year from “aps 1, 1886, to January 1, 
1887, was over $20,000. I prefer to select my 
goods to buying from drummers, for the 
reason that I can have the range of the entire 
market, often finding salable articles in various 
lines that are not carried by drummers. The 
fare from my town for a round-trip ticket to 
East St. Louis is $%; to St. Louis, G. 60. Go to 
any merchant who does business in St. Louis 
and ask him how he likes it. If there is one 
thing athorough business man dislikes more 
than another it to be swindled with 
his eyes open. Imagine my surprise when 
I read an article in your paper from which it 
seems that Chairman hompson and Dr. 
Taussig have made arrangements as to bridge 
rates entirely satisfactory to themselves and 
those they represent. ut how about the 
merchants who come to St. Louis in person to 
buy goods? It may be to the interest of the 
drummer to keep him from St. Louis, but is it 
to the interest of the city to have

wey from travelling 
men we can always do better with Chicago, 
New York and Cincinnati than we can from the 
St. Louis drummers. When we buy direct, 
however, we can do Detter in your city than in 
any of the other places named. If St. Louis 
can stand it we can. Ihave no wish to make 
myself conspicuous in this matter. What I 
state are bold facts, and if you will take the 
trouble to inquire you will find them so.

ENGLAND'S TRADE POLICY. 

It has been discovered that a suppressed 
minority report of the British Commis- 
sion on the Depression of Trade, would 
have supplied American, pretectionists 
with this British argument against free 
trade: 

The prosperity we enjoyed was shared, while 
it lasted, with other nations, and the ratie of 
their advance not infrequently outstripped 
our own; the depression which other netions 
have suffered we have shared with them, 
though we alone have had the benefit of 
free trade. Enterprise was to be paralyzed 
and invention stified where free trade did not 
prevail; but Germany hasrivaied, if not ex- 
celled, us in enterprise; and America has 
been more prolific of invention than any other 
nation, and to neither Germany nor America 
has free trade contributed its stimulus. 

If enterprise was not paralyzed and in- 
vention stifled by. protection in America 
and Germany, it must be remembered that 
free trade between the States of Germany 
and the States of the American Union 
embraced enough territory and a suf- 
ficient diversity of industry and pro- 
duction to neutralize much of the 
paralyzing effect of a tariff policy 
obstructing their external exchanges. 
They were saved by internal conditions 
which would not have saved the island of 
Great Britain under a Similar policy. If 
her free trade policy has not paralyzed 
all the ‘‘protected’’ countries, she has at 
least been more prosperous and hds paid 
her labor better wages under it than any 
country under the sun except the United 
States, and to-day boasts the greatest 
commerce, the most valuable manufact- 
ured exports and the richest population 
per capita on the globe. 

She not only holds the markets of the 
United States against any protected Eu- 
ropean rivals, but competes here with our 
own protected manufactures to a large 
extent; furnishes us with a market for 
nearly all of our exportable surplus, and 
takes away from us entirely the markets 
of every other country in North or 
South America. She is banker, mer- 
chant, common carrier and manufacturer 
for every one of them. We have to pay 
cash for everything we get from them, 
and get it through her merchants and ship- 
owners and pay for it through her banks. 
All the leading nations of the world 
have been fighting her with tariffs dis- 
criminating against her commercial, 
manufacturing and financial suprem- 
acy so vigorously and so long, and 
her trade and wealth have so increased 
since they began it, that it is about time 
to consider what a trade policy which has 
done so much foralittle ‘‘sea-girt isle’’ 
might not have done for a great conti- 
nental country likeours. The fact that 
it has not paralyzed“ other countries 
surpassing Great Britain in extent and 
natural resources, but has rather con- 
tributed to the welfare of the whole 
world, is certainly not a sound argu- 
ment against it. 


THE Pacific Railroad Commission has 
had C. P. HUNTINGTON on the stand and 
obtained from him some startling ad- 
missions in regard to the amount of 
money expended by the Central Pacific, 
without vouchers, to protect its interests 
in Washington.” Besides an attorney 
regularly employed in Washington at 
$20,000 a year and allowed to expend 
twice as much more without question or 
explanation, there were other large sums 
set down for unexplainable ‘‘legal ex- 
penses”—all of which were illegal diver- 
sions of the road’s earnings, and diver- 
sions of money due the Government, 
to the aid of schemes for defrauding 
the Government. This information im- 
parted by Mr. HUNTINGTON was not sus- 
ceptible ot concealment and has long been 
known to the public. But if he were “at 
the strappado or all the racks in the 
world,” the Commission would never 
learn from him how he and his partners 
have honestly managed to build a rival 
line from the Pacific to New Orleans with 
the earnings and credit of the Central 
Pacific, without defrauding the Govern- 
ment which put $100,000,000 worth of land 
and bonds into that property, while he 
and his four partners put only $1,500 
apiece into it. b : 


Ir may be true that TELLER and other 
Republican Secretaries were in the habit 
of getting around their own rulings in the 
cases of men who, like GUILFORD MILLER, 
had located in good faith within the limits 
of indemnity reservations, That course 
was necessary to avoid a formidable out- 
ory against the effort of the Interior De- 
partment to favor the railroads by 
withholding those vast tracts from 
settlement.

The Real Cause of Baldness, 
From the New York Times. 

The real cause of baldness appears to be 
set forth by W. G. Gouinlock in the Popular 
Scieuce Monthly for May. It is the use of 
hard felt hats or any other head covering that 
coenstricts the blood vessels which nourish the 
hair bulbs. The scalp, in which these bulbs 
are set, is thin, and it lies upon the smooth 
and rigid surface of che skull. It is irrigated, 
80 to speak, by arteries extending upward in 
it, through which the blood is forced to the 
top ofthe head. Slight pressure exerted upon 
the surface of the scalp tends to choke these 
channels. The bony plate under them will not 
yield, and so the elastic walls of the arteries 
are compressed. The modern hat is 
carefully fitted to the ahape of the skull bya 
‘*conformator,’’ an instrument which is, Mr. 
Gouinlock says, more destructive to the 
natural head covering than ever were the 
scalping knives of the North American In- 
dians. Fitted by this machine the rigid band 
of the hat compresses the scalp between it and 
the underlying skull at every point in its 
course around the head. This pressure 
lessens the flow of arterial blood, and ob- 
structs the return of the venous blood, the 
result being a sluggish circulation in the 
capillaries around the hair follicles and bulbs, 
a consequent impairment of nutrition, and at 
last atrophy. The red mark of congestion 
shown on the forehead when a hard hat Is re- 
moved after moderate exercise must convince 
any one that this pressure is considerable.

The fact that the national expenses and ex- 
travaganoces are not paid for by taxes on prop- 
erty, but by everybody who wears cleth¢s, 
buys iron, eats sugar or salt, drinks liquor or 
uses tobacco in any shape is not sufficiently 
held in mind by those who have no property, 
This kind of taxation has been pointed to by 
political economists ag being very advan- 
tageous because the people bear it without 
knowing what their earnings are going for. 
This is the kind of taxation that has reduced 
the national debt, and will shortly begin to 
pile up a surplus in the Treasury if something 
is not done to relleve the people or spend the 
money. f 

This is the particular kind of taxation which 
should be carefully kept down to the lowest 
practicable point, since the working people 
pay the most of it, they being in the very large 
majority. It is therefore to the interest of 
those out of whose wages the national revenue 


is mainly derived to secure a reduction of it, 
rather than to permit 6xtragrdingry ways to 
be invented for spending all that is now 
coming in. Where national money ig to be 
expended for the sake of spending it, it would 
be wise to invent some Way by which those 
possessing property should pay the taxes 
rather than the people who possess none. But 
meanwhile the working people should insist 
that QGongress shall speedily put an end to 
wasting their money.

Death ef the Wounded Man—The Rector, Be- 
fore Dying, Makes a Confession Exoner- 
ating His Slayer—The Alleged Cause of 
the Shooting—Scandal Involved in the 

Tragedy Rev. Stiyer’s Improper Con- 

auct—Capt. Fowler as a Man-Kuler. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Duraron. 

GRENADA, Miss., April 29.—The Rev. O. F. 
Stiver, rector of the Episcopal Church of this 
city, as announced in the Post-DispaTon yes- 
terday, was shot by Capt. W. P. Fowler, a 
leading member of the same church, about 
noon Wednesday, and died at 7 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. The assault took place at 
Capt. Fowler’s house, where the rector was 
boarding. It was almost the quietest hour of 
the day on the street, and few people were 
passing. Those who saw the tragedy say that 
they heard a pistol shot inside the house, and 
a moment later the front door flew opey and 
the young minister rushed down the 
steps. He had scarcely reached the 
front gate when Capt. Fowler appeared 
at the door with a pistol levelled at the 
minister and immediately fired. The recter 
ran down the street for about a hundred yards 
and fell, apparently severely wounded. The 
captain did not pursue his victim but returned 
into the house. The wounded rector was 
taken to the residence of Dr. Smith, also a 
member of the Episeopai Church. Three phy- 
sicians examined his wounds and pronounced 
them fatal. One ball had entered the left side 
and was buried in the vitals. When the 
young pastor was told that he was 
likely to die very soon, he asked to 
have hig statement taken, and voluntarily 
told those present that Capt. Fowler was 
justified in shooting, and that it was his wish 
that the captain should not be punished, The 
rector signed a statement to this effect which 
was written out dy a friend. Those present 
at the bedside of the wounded man were 
members of his church and his explanation of 
the aggravating cause that led Capt. Fowler 
to fire upon him, is kepta profound secret 
that the reputations of the parties concerned 
may not suffer. When the case comes to trial 
the facts must necessarily become public, but 
those who know the secret refuse to divulge 
it before that time. 

CAPT. FOWLER’S STATEMENT. 

When Capt. Fowler was approached by the 
POST-DISPATCH corréspondent concerning 
what had taken piace in the house when the 
first shot was fired, he said: 1 was justified 
in whatI did, Further than that I have noth- 
ing to say concerning the affalr. 

It is not surprising that in a city of less than 
10,000 inhabitants, where the events of a day 
can be summed up in a paragraph, there 
should be many rumors started by idle gossips 
on learning of this terrible tragedy. 
Interest in the case is greatiy 
heightened by the high standing of the parties 
concerned, and the fact that Rev. Mr. Stiver 
was only recently appointed here and was 
the subject of much discussion among young 
women. He was a comparatively young man 
and unmarried. He preached his first sermon 
ust before Lent. The Episcopal church had 

en without a rector for many months. Mr. 
Stiver was chosen for the place by Bishop 
Hugh Miller Thompson, and it was arrarged 
that he should make his home with the mem- 
bers ofthe church, boarding fora time with 
such as could convenientiy accommodate 
him. Last montn he went to the beauti- 
ful home of Capt. Fowler. The captain 
has a charming wife and two pretty children, 
and his pride in his home is known and com- 
mented upon by all his friends. He is travei- 
ing agent for the wholesale grocery house of 
Schmidt & Zeigier of New Orleans, and is away 
upon the road for the greater part of the week.

St. Louis, even at the  enor- 
mous cost shown below, only sprinkles one- 
third of her streets, and that in an ‘‘irregular 
and unsatisfactory’’ mannerin the words of 
the St. Louis Board of Public Improvements.

Two Little Gtris Removed e Si Orphen

At the close of the testimony last evening in
